Minutes of tlie,T;muaiy 20, 200,5 Meeting: Hany' moved to receive the minutes of tlie.Jrmuary 20, 200,5 meeting; Elizabetli seconded; 
;ill in favor. H;u'ry' moved to approve the minutes for purjroses of discussion, Shirley seconded. Tlrere being no corrections to the 
minutes, all voted in favor to approve tire minutes. 


Citizens’ Ojren Foinin: Andrew' Fischer spoke on the research and findings of tire Coniniunit\' Based Health Insunmce Study 
Committee expkririing tliat the committee was established by Town Meeting in tire spring of 2003 wrtli tire ni;mdate to investigate and 
report back to tire town w'hat benefits w'ould accrne to the town if a comniuriity'-based heriltli insurance pkui w'ere to be established. 
Andrew' distributed information on the plan and said the pkm was concejrtual at tliis point but w'ould w'elcorne suggestions. Tire 
eventu;il goal w'ould be for most people in Ar lington to be enrolled in one he;iltli insurance plan. 


Executive Director’s Report: The Executive Director’s Report is attached hereto and made a part of tire minutes. .John referred to Item 
#1 of his report stating tliat Kevin O’Brien, tire Town’s CDBG Planner w"!!! expect all FY()6 reriuests tire beginning of Mai'ch. It w'ould 
be heljrful if COA bo;ird members could attend tire Finrmce Committee meeting later in March to lend tlieir support of COA needs. 
H;irry said that Pres. Bush pkms to ask Congress to do away with Community Develojrment Block Grrmt (CDBG) furrdirrg corrrjrletely. 
If Corrgress agrees, it will trot take effect mrtil rrext ye;u'. Discussiotr followed with Ruth proposirrg letter writing irr response to this crisis 
and Paul rrrerrtiorred tlrat tire Bo;u'd of Selectman has voted to setrd a letter to Arlington’s congressiotral delegation expressing their 
cotrcern. Harry' agreed to draft a letter otr tlris issue from tire COA to tire Board of Selectrrren ;md brirrg it to the COA’s next rrreeting 
for sigrratures. 

Item #3 Governor’s FY()6 Budget Recorrrmerrdations for Elder Affairs. The Councils on Agirrg line item was level-furrded
